mated five billion dollars in evaded 
taxes. 
Undersecretary of Treasury7 L. F. 
Wiggins told the House Ways and 
Means Committee that even the 
addition of 20.000 investigators in 
the next 12 months will not be 
enough for the revenue collection 
branch of the department to “ac­ 
complish the enforcement which is 
required.” 
Personnel Reduced 
He declared that the personnel 
ior the fraud and tax evasion divi­ 
sion was reduced to 1.100 for the 
entire United States. 
Wiggins re­ 
marked that the division is unable 
to do “ one-third of the work it 
should be accomplishing.” 
He testified that a backlog of 
30.000 leads on income tax evasions 
and frauds have piled up in the de­ 
partment.

New Castle Lions Club members 
heard an interesting talk pn India 
by E Miller Smith, who Has been 
employed as engineer on the con­ 
struction 
of the new section of 
Route 422. just completed, gave an 
interesting talk on India at the 
noon luncheon meeting, Tuesday. 
Mr. Smith served as a major dur­ 
ing the late war. and was with the 
engineers who built the Ledo road 
from India to China 
Mr, Smith spoke little about the 
Ledo road, other than to state that 
it was a thousand mile job. three 
hundred miles of which were cut 
through virgin forests under al­ 
most 
impossible 
conditions, 
but 
that tire Americans who undertook 
the job, completed it. 
India, he stated, was a country, j 
approximately hall the size of the 
United States, with a population ol 
400 million people, 220 millions oi 
whom arc Hindus. 
Hinduism, he 
said is more a philosophy than a 
religion. 
It began when the first 
white 
people, 
believed 
to 
have 
come from around Portugal landed j 
in India, and because they were j 
white people, established a caste 
system. 
Caste System Explained 
The caste system, he stated, re­ 
lates to different parts of the body, 
the priests, etc.. or Brahams, being 
the highest caste, and belong be­ 
cause they are supposed to be the 
intelligentsia of India. 
Next come , 
the warriors, tlmn the merchants, 
and finally the lowest ca.ste or un­ 
touchables who are sweepers, shoe­ 
makers, etc., pertaining to duties 
of the feet. 
It is the aim of the . 
missionaries to educate the low 
caste people and elevate Hieir sta­ 
tion in life. 
Ignorance and super- 
stitution abound in India, he stated, j 
The next most populous class in 
India are the Moslems, who are 
Mohammedans. 
Mohammed, 
the » 
prophet whom the Moslems wor­ 
ship, was supposed to be the son 
of a poor farmer, who married a 
rich woman, and having nothing to 
do following his marriage, founded 
a religion. 
There is intense feeling between 
these two classes of people, and 
everywhere one goes in India, he 
finds places which are maintained 
for the exclusive use of the differ­ 
ent sects. Riots between these rival 


religious 
sects 
have 
been 
going 
on down through the a,ges; and pil­ 
grimages from one section of the 
country to the other have also been 
going on for years. 
Recent public­ 
ity on these affairs have led some 
people to believe that this is some­ 
thing new,.but tins is not the case, 
he stated. ! 
The readon India was given her 
independence recently was because 
of a deal made at the outbreak oi 
the war. when Gandhi. Nehru and 
l other Indian leaders were prom- 
I ised independence by the British 
! if they wotild not side in w ith the

England never interfered in 
India’s intdrnal troubles, but mere­ 
ly tried to Ikeep order in the coun­ 
try.
